In the same spirit, 
Geo. Pen Johnston, in his valedictory, alluding to 


tha fatal dnel between himself and Ferguson, speaks | 
of it as “a most unfortunate difficulty.” Although 


to most men who have had the benefit of a good 
moral education, Oasey’s words appear to be a bare- 
faced falsehood, it is quite possible he may have 
believed them true, that the warning words uttered 
by him before shooting, as was testified by his 
friends, though unheeded and probably unheard by 
his victim, were sufficient to cleanse him from the 
crime of mnrder. So Mr. Johnston, who caused the 
death of his opponent in a stand-up fight, appears 
to think it no crime at all, but rather an accident 
on account of which he deserves sympathy. Until 
such false notions of honor and morality, those 
twin virtues which cannot exist separate, are ex- 
ploded, and those who act upon them punished to 
the fall letter of the law, it is idle to expect correct 
principles to be the rule of action. 

While the act of Casey, for which he rightly suf. 
fered, is to be abhorred and condemned in the 
strngeit terms, some allowance should be made 
for one who, like him, had been educated from in- 
fancy in the belief that all supposed injuries are to 
be revenged upon the perpetrator; who, trained to 
contemn the law, are taught that it is a virtue to 
defy it in the pnrsuit of personal vengeance for a 
personal wrong. Mr: Johnston can plead no such 
excuse; the fact of his being the author of the 
present law in this State against duelling, is suffi- 
cient evidence to prove he was fully aware of the 
guilty course he has pursued, and he cannot reason- 
ably complain should the fall measure of punish- 
ment be visited upon his heads» Indeed it would 
seem peruliarly fitting that he, the author of the 
law, should suffer its full penalty. His valedictory 
is full of assumptions of false principles, principles 
which are alike dangerous, to political and personal 
morality and honor. He begins by saying that he 


no hope of reward other than that arising from the 
satisfactory consciousness of partisan duty per- 
formed, etc. This is not Jeffersonian democracy. 

In the earlier and purer days of our republic, once

THE OVERLAND MAIL. 

Went admitting the claim of the Post-Master 
General to any peculiar gratitude from the people 
of California for the increased postal facilities we 
have a prospect of enjoying from this time hence- 
forth, we certainly have reason; to be somewhat 
elated on account of the successful experiment of 
bringing the mails within a reasonable time to our 
distant shores, without going out of the territory of 
the United Siates. At the same time we hold that 
what has already been done demonstrates that the 


mails can be brought here in fifteen days by the di- 


rect overland route just as easily as it has now been 
brought in twenty-five days by way of New Mexico, 

the Gadsden Purchase and-Fort Yuma. The direct 
route, the one traveled by nine-tenths of the over- 
land emigration to this country, besides being near- 
ly a thousand miles shorter, is provided by nature 
with water ; vegetation at such convenient distances 
that the emigrants who traveled it by hundreds of 
thousands, were always able to find feed and water 
for their animals at the end of each day’s travel, 

while on the other, deserts and barrens of thirty, 
forty, fifty, sixty, and even seventy miles have to be 
crossed, where neither. is to be found, if the oral 
testimony of Mr. Ormsby, the N. Y. Herald Re- 


porter who came over with the first mail is to be 
credited. It is to be hoped the U. S. Postal De- 
partment will learn its duty, and give us, not only 
an overland mail, but send it by the best and most 
expeditious road. Nothing short of this will or 
ought to satisfy California while waiting for the 
28 work of America, the Atlantic and Pacific
